But land lawyers agree that 
titles obtained through the trustees of 
the Internal Improvement Fund are 
good. A man may get by without pay- 
ing State and county taxes for several 
years but if he ‘lets. the .

The count of the 
treated water is higher than it should 
be, however, in judging the water 
quality one must consider the intermim 
of time between sample collection and 
laboratory examination, Your samples 
were collected at 2 p. m. April, Ist and 
not received in the laboratory until the 
3rd.

The S S ranch was established on 
the edge of the Glades'two miles east 
of Lake Okeechobee on the St. Lucie 
canal by the Southern States Land and 
Timber’ Company to demonstrate the 
suitability of the country for range 
cattle.
